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Continuation of 3. NOTE: 

Applicant's arguments have been fully considered but they were not deemed to be persuasive. Applicant relies on the newly submitted 
claim 15 and argues that 'the new claim incorporates the limitations of original claim 2 which was found to be patentable over Ding 
reference'. However, the newly added claim 15 contains more than the limitation of claim 2 as previously presented. The newly added 
claim contains the limitation of claim 2, as well as other limitations from previously pending claim 1 . The limitation in claim 2 was that "R1 is 
hydrogen". The instantly added claim 15 first recites that R1 is hydrogen and R2 is aryl; and then alternatively indicates that "or n is 0 and 
R1 and R2 together with the nitrogen atom to which they are joined, form a 5- or 6-membered monocyclic heterocyclic ring..." which 
limitation was not part of claim 2. According to claim 2, R1 is hydrogen and once this value is assigned to R1 , it does not raise the 
possibility of forming a ring together with R2 and the nitrogen atom to which R1 is attached. In fact claim 5 was previously rejected under 
35 USC 103 over Ding reference for containing the limitation that R1 and R2 together with the nitrogen atom to which they are attached 
form a ring. The newly proposed claim 15 continues to be obvious over Ding reference, particularly in view of reference disclosed 
compound 73 and the arguments of the previous office action continue to apply. Accordingly, the 103 rejection over Ding et al. is 
maintained. If entered, the amendment would overcome the rejection under 35 USC 1 12, second paragraph of the previous office action. 
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
